Tax Measure Conferees 
Expecting Agreement 
Today; Adjournment by 
End of Week Is Seen. 


WASHINGTON, June 17.—() 
A break in the long deadlock over 
the administration’s tax bill was 
hailed tonight when senate-house 
conferees finally reached a tenta- 
tive agreement on the controvert- 
ed question of taxing undistribut- 
ed corporation earnings and clear- 
ing the way for a final compro- 
mise on the measure tomorrow. 


WASHINGTON, June 17.—(4)— 
The house today rejected, 108 to 62, 
the administration’s efforts to revive 
the Florida ship canal project. 

The standing vote was taken on 
a senate amendment to the $2,370,- 
000,000 deficiency bill authorizing a 
new study of the canal and a contin- 
uance of the project if a board of en- 
gineers should report favorably. 
| Meanwhile, a new tax compromise 
was discussed by congressional con- 
ferees on the tax bill with predictions 
that it might lead to a final agree- 
ment tomorrow. 

Tax Bill Accord. 

Under the new proposal, upon which 

the theasury was asked for estimate 


' 


| of revenue, the normal corporation tax 
‘would range from 8 per cent to 15 per 
‘eent, with a surtax on undistributed 
‘corporate income ranging from 6 or 
7 per cent to 27 per cent. 

The conferees, seeking to reconcile 
house and senate differences over the 
tax legislation, were more optimistic 
over the prospects of an agreement 
that would permit congress to adjourn 
Saturday. 

Chairman Doughton, democrat, 
North Carolina, of the house . con- 
ferees, said he thought the widely di- 
vergent tax programs of the senate 
and house were being brought into 
closer proximity. 

Twice during the day, the confer-

Several were wounded at Marseilles 
Mobile guards intervened when a group 
of 500 striking members of the left- 
ist “people’s front” attacked a parade 
of 3,000 nationalists on the main 
street. Many fought with knives. 

The center of the town was com- 
pletely evacuated by order of authori- 
ties. Police and mobile guards pa- 
trolled the streets. 

In Algeria, officials said agricul- 
tural workers in some sections plun- 
dered the countryside, led by “foreign 
agitators.” Their appeals for rein- 
forcements from barracks in Algeria 
were granted. 

At home, the senate quickly voted 
bills giving workers paid vacations and 
relieving veterans who are job holders 
from a reduction in their pensions. 
Debate on a 40-hour week and collec- 
tive bargaining measures will be held 
Thursday. 

The bills were hurried through the 
chamber of deputies by Leon Blum, 
the new leftist premier, in an appar- 
ently successful effort to remove a 
dangerous strike crisis here. 

Leftists, alarmed by a bristling 
statement by Colonel Francois de la 
Rocque, leader of the nationalist vet- 
erans’ organization, Croix de Feu, as- 
serted his 700,000 followers were pre- 
paring to march on Paris. 


PARIS, June 17.—()—Street fight- f 


De la Rocque challenged the gov- 
ernment to disband his group and 
promised “renovation by Frenchmen 
of a strong and reconciled France.” 

A rise in the prices of commodities 
was noted in Algiers today, wheat 
nearly doubling. Authorities in Al- 
geria announced the inauguration of 
“all necessary measures” to maintain 
order. 

The strikes in north Africa flared 
as the movement quieted in Paris and 
northern France saw a stay in strikes 
launched by workers in many trades. 

Algiers department stores | closed 
their doors, granting workers paid va- 
cations lest they occupy the premises. 
Building, metallurgy, oil and port em- 
ployes “folded their arms.” 

The first strike in this country in 
the ranks of government employes oc- 
curred at Lille, where social insurance 
employes occupied their offices. The 
number of those idle in the Metz re- 
gion reached 18,000 when iron miners 
walked out. 

The ministry of the interior re- 
ported there were but 60,000 strikers 
left in Paris, half of whom were de- 
partment store employes. 

Seattered disorders were reported. 
Police were called to push 30 striking 
hairdressers out of a Paris barbershop. 
Strikers took over the Vienne railroad 


station to prevent one of their num- 
ber from returning home instead of 
continuing the occupation. They were 
reported to have knocked down rail- 


road employes and beaten the station 
master. 


SIMMONS CLEARED 
BY GRAND JURORS 


\Court ‘Clerk “Exonerated: 


on Charge of Shortage 
as ‘No Bill’ Is Returned. 


J. Walton Simmons, clerk of Fulton 
county superior court, yesterday was 
exonerated by Fulton county grand 
jury of a $700 shortage, as charged by 
county auditors, but the jury rapped 
what it termed carelessness in the han- 
dling of county funds. 


A “no bill” was voted in a special 
session of the grand jury yesterday, 
but the special recommendation, which 
the jury wrote into the document, 
carried the criticism, and then modi- 
fied it by pointing out that remedial 
measures already have been adopted 
to safeguard: public funds in_ the 
future. 

Simmons appeared before the in- 
quisitorial body and branded the re- 
port of James L. Respess, county audi- 
tor as “political spite.’’ Charles M. 
Paschal, chief deputy clerk, spent 
more than. an hour in the grand jury 
room before the no bill was adopted. 

After the action Simmons said: 

“I have no comment to make.” 

Grand Jury Comment. 

The special grand jury comment 
written into the no bill follows: 

“We, the grand jury, find a no bill 
jn the indictment charging Superior 
Court Clerk Simmons with embezzle- 
ment as there was no evidence satis- 
factory to us that Mr. Simmons had 
embezzled any funds. 

“We did, however, hear evidence 
that convinced us that he had. been 
most careless in the handling of funds, 
but that all alleged shortages had been 
made good. 

“Further evidence showed us that, as 
far as we could gather, safeguards 
have been installed in his office that 
will prevent the recurrence of care- 
lessness in the handling of taxpayers’ 
money. 

“We commend the auditors for their 
vigilance in reporting the irregulari- 
ties in the clerk’s office and deplore 
the former practices.” 

Six-Week Probe. 

The grand jury has conducted its 
probe of the auditor's report for the 
past six weeks and the findings yes- 
terday were the result of its painstak- 
ing and careful study and considera- 
tion.

LONDON, June 17.—(4)—Britain’s 
cabinet today decided sanctions against 
Italy must be scrapped and approved 
a pronouncement of new policy deal- 
ing, it was reported, both with League 
of Nations reform and with Germany. 

The ministers, convinced continuance 
of the present measures against Italy 
must be halted, gave authority to the 
statement which Foreign Secretary 
Anthony Eden will make in commons 
tomorrow. 

That statement from the cabinet’s 
slim and fashionable lead-off man was 
expected to follow these three main 
lines : : ; 

1. Sanctions: Britain is ready to 
scrap them if the other sanctionists 
at Geneva are willing. 

2. The League must be supported 
but reformed. : 

3. European peace: A way to set- 
tlement must be opened and Germany 
holds the key to it. 

Discriminating Issue. 

How and when the sanctions can 
be lifted is a question to be settled 
at Geneva. The council meets June 
26; the assembly, June 30. Parlia- 
mentary circles anticipated a demand 
for Italian guarantees of non-discrimi- 
nation against the current sanctionists, 
when trade channels actually are 
cleared.

Impartial payment to the state of

Resolved: That we go on“record today as 
favoring the impartial payment to the state 
of Georgia of all federal funds due the 
state on an equal basis as" payments made 
out of federal funds te the other states 
of this union.

peratures like this every summer. It 
was 101 degrees at the Candler air- 
port on August 7 of last year. We 
have had the office at the Candler 
airport only two years, but in 1930 
we had 103 degrees at our downtown 
office during July. In 1931, we had 
101 degrees downtown and in June, 
1933, we had 99 degrees downtown. 
The difference between the downtown 
office and the airport office is ap- 
proximately four degrees. Therefore, 
we have had much hotter weather in 
Atlanta than that which we are ex- 
periencing today.”

Drouth North of Macon.

Until rain comes in the drouth-af- 
flicted areas and the rain ceases in 
the wet areas,, Brown says, it will be 
impossible to compute accurately the 
state’s losses from climatic excesses.

Senate Majority Leader Robinson, 
of Arkansas, said he was confident 
congress could quit by Saturday night.

“Tt looks very much better for ad- 
journment of congress by Saturday 
night. If an agreement is reached on 
the tax bill, you will see us put on 
the steam here in the house.” 


In contrast, however, Senator Con- 
nally, democrat, Texas, left a morning 
session of the full tax conference com- 
mittee with word to reporters that 
there was “no chance” for a Satur- 
day night adjournment. 

A final tpg agreement today 
on the $2,370,000,000 deficiency-re- 
lief bill placed squarely on the tax 
conference committee the job of clear- 
ing the adjournment path. 

But for two days, the tax conferees 
indicated, they have done little except 
to bring up one corporation tax plan 
after another, only to shoot each full 
of holes. 

Corporation Tax Split. 

The house wants a corporation tax 
graduated according to percentages of 
earnings withheld from distribution. 
The senate prefers a flat corporate 
income tax, with a relatively low su- 
pertax on undistributed profits.

Within three years after he came to 
Jacksonville, Fletcher was elected to 
city council, serving, several years, 
In 1892 he was elected to the Florida 
legislature and served through the ses- 
sion of 1 

Before his term expired, he was 
elected mayor of the city of Jackson- 
ville,. He served for two years and 
was re-elected in 1901, immediately aft- 
ter the fire which destroyed more than 

2,500 buildings. As Mayor Fletcher, 
he was the central figure in the re- 
construction period which followed. 

He was elected chairman of the 
county board of public instruction in 
1900, serving for seven years. He de- 
clined to be a candidate for re-election. 

From 1904 to 1908 he was chair- 
man of the state democratic executive 
committee. He became a candidate 
for the United States senate in 1908, 
opposing three others, and won his 
first contest. 

During the World War he served 
as chairman of che committee of com- 
merce. Appointed by President Wil- 
son as chairman oi the American com- 
mission and of the United States com- 
mission to og agricultural finance 
in Europe, he endered a 1,000-page 
report that resulted in the enactment 
of a farm loan bill. 

His fraternal associations listed him 
as a Master Mason, member of the 
York Rite, Shriner, Odd Fellow and 
Woodmen of the World. He was a 
member of Phi Delta Theta college 
fraternity and Phi Alpha Delta legal 
fraternity.

RAIL RETIREMENT ACT 


IS DEFENDED. IN COURT 

WASHINGTON, June 17.—(4)— 
Charles M. Hay, special assistant to 
the attorney general, defended the fed- 
| eral railroad retirement system in the 


District of Columbia supreme court 
today as a “plan to open the door of 
opportunity toa million railway work- 
ers.” 

He summed up. the government’s 
defense against an injunction suit 
brought by first-class carriers and oth- 
er railway companies to test the con- 
stitutionality of the 1935 retirement 
act and its accompanying tax law. 

If employes over 65 are pensioned, 
Hay declared, younger workers will 
have their first chance for advance- 
ment in 20 years. 

He defended congress for enacting 
the 1935 retirement system a few 
weeks after a similar 1984 act was 
declared unconstitutional.

Davis Decl ares Trade Pacts 
Effectively Develop For- 
eign Markets. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., June 17.—()— 
Chester C. Davis, retiring farm ad- 
ministrator, told an agricultural meet- 
ing here today that the maintenance 
of foreign markets for. cotton “is a 
national and not a regional problem.” 

Criticizing the agricultural.plank of 
the republican platform, he said the 
cotton export volume “can not be built 
satisfactorily or permanently under 
the proposed substitute system that 
shuts our markets to the goods our 
eustomers have to sell us.” 

“Not only must the present policies 
of reciprocal trade agreements be vig- 
orously pressed 
must be strengthened and supported 
by a strong, well-informed public 
opinion,” the administrator declared. 

He said that 58 per cent of the na- 
tion’s farm population lives in the 
16 cotton states, and that the United 
States normally consumes less than 
half the total cotton production. 

“4 curtailment of the export mar- 
kets for cotton and tobacco would ul- 
timately have damaging repercussions 
upon farmers elsewhere,” he added.

CROSSING THE ATLANTIC. 
IX—Passenger Service. 

The R-34 proved that an airship 
could wing its way across the Atlan- 
lantic. and since its day there have 
been dozens of other airship cross- 
ings. One of the voyages was made 
in 1930 by another fine British air- 
ship, the R-100, which flew from 
England to Montreal in a little less 


than 79 hours. At the end of its 

3,400-mile journey, it had five tons 

of gasoline left on board. 
German airships, however, 
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have 
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to Brazil. Nine round-trips were made 
that year on the Germany-to-Brazil 
service, and both passengers and mail 
were Carried. 

The Germany-to-Brazil service was 
kept up until last year. when the 
“Graf Zeppelin” finished its flight 
“Number 500.” Not all, -but many, 
of those flights were over the sea. 
It had crossed the Pacific, the South 
Atlantic and the North Atlantic. 
Great would have been the joy of 
Count Zeppelin, German airship pio- 
neer, if he had lived to see those 
ocean trips. As it was, the man in 
command was Dr. Hugo Eckener, 
with Ernst Lehmann as captain dur- 
ing some of the voyages. 

The present spring has seen new 
steps toward passenger service across 
the Atlantic. On the ninth day of the 
past month, thousands of men, wom- 
en and children gathered at Lake- 
hurst, N. J.. to watch a giant of the 
skies come down. The airship was the 
“Hindenbrug.” largest flying-machige 
ever built, % 

The “Hindenburg,” with a bag con- 
taining about seven million cubic feet 
of gas, landed safely with both pas- 
sengers and mail. It had flown across 
the ocean, from Germany, in two and 
one-half days. The passengers had 
made use of “a social hall, a dining 
hall and a_ writing saloon” during . 
their trip. One of the passengers, we 
are told, used a rubber stamp to 
“write” this message on 200 cards; 
“Greetings from mid-air and near 
heaven.” Pines

| looked about him for a man of red 


bleed ‘and iron nerve, Fas, ea of rid- 
ding the sea of its bloodthirsty buc 
caneers..Captain Wiliam Kidd, a re- 


| tired British navigator living. upon a 
|} comfortable competency in New York, 


was recommended to thé governor by 
Robert Livingston and other promi- 
nent citizens. 

Kidd was the son of a non-conform- 
ist preacher who after being tortured, 
died’ and left his young offspring to 
carve outa career for himself. The 
lad had gone to sea when very young 
and had soon made himself known as 
a skipepr who knew no fear. Before 
the new governor of New York se 
lected him to rid the sea of his free- 
booters, he had fought against the 
French and had done brave service for 
the cause of the American colonies, 
thus winning an award.from the coun- 
cil of the city of New York. | 

| Eager for Adventure. 

The Earl of Bellomont found the re- 
tired skipper more than willing to em- 
bark upon his new mission. At that 
time life in. New York was not the 
merry whirl that it is now. ‘here 
were blue laws that restricted indi- 
vidual liberty and Kidd bad been sigh- 
ing, of late, for a more strenuous ca- 
reer. To the Earl of Bellomont he 
made the boast that with a single ship 
of 30 or 40 guns he would sweep off 
the face of the mighty deep every pl 
rate craft that dared fly the “Jolly 
Roger” twixt ‘the Cape of Good Hope 
and the Straits of Malacca. 

Bellomont believed Kidd and organ- 
ized a private company which was to 
take from the buccaneers of the seven 
seas: all of their booty and divide it 
among the king, Captain Kidd, his 
crew and a list of noble shareholders, 
including Lord Shrewsbury, rd 
Romney, Lord ‘Orford, the first lord 
of the admiralty, and the keeper of 
the great seal. A fund of 6,000 pounds 
was subscribed and Captain Kidd was 
sent forth: upon his mission in the 
Adventure, a galley of 287. tons, armed 
with 30 guns. He bore with him not 
only the customary letters of marque 
but two commissions under the great 
sealone to act against the French 
and the other to take pirates.. 

After cutting a bloody swath off 
Newfoundland and Nova Scotia, Kidd

Placed in Irons. ; 


Next he went to Boston to report 
to Governor Bellomont but that gen- 
tleman very rudely placed him in irons 
and shipped him with several of his 
| men to England, where on May 24, 
1/01, be was, with nine of his crew, 
hanged on execution dock. According 
to the charges, Captain Kidd while 
pretending to hunt down pirates had 
turned pirate himself. He was charged 
also with burning houses, massa 
peasants, brutally treating prisoners 
and particularly with murdering one 
of his crew. Some believed that the 
noble lords who had backed Kidd’s 
enterprise made him a scapegoat that 
their share in the profits might never 
be known, and a parliamentary ins 
quiry looked into the charge. But their 
lordships were vindicated, 


$70,000 Recovered. 
After Kidd’s execution booty to the 


value of only $70,000 could be recoy- 
ered from his trove and no one would 


| believe that this was the total harvest 
}Of hig three years’ enterprise. Hence, 
/Since his death every strip of beach 
/along his various coast routes has 
| been upturned in a search for the vast 
hoard which he was believed to have 
hidden between the time of his arrival 
in the West Indies and his arrest in 
Boston. A search for the great mogul’s 
| Ship was instituted by Governor Bel- 
'lomont and one theory was that she 
‘had ‘een taken up the Hudson, run 
| ashore and burned at the base of the 
|_Dunderberg, after all cargo of value 
had been carried off and buried, Ac- 
cording to other evidence she was 
burned off Haiti after her treasure 
had been removed to the sloop ia 
which Kidd returned to New York. 

Booty Found on Gardiner’s Island. 

There was a story that after his 
sloop entered Delaware bay there was 
taken off her a chest loaded with 
treasure, but evidence as to the spot 
where this was buried has ever been 
vague. A clue to the burial of part 
of her cargo on Gardiner’s island, 
Long Island sound, brought better re- 
sults, for diggers here found several 
bales of goods and treasure that con« 
stituted the bulk of the recovered $70,- 
000. Some said that while Kidd’s sloo 
lay off the island three sister craft 
received mysterious cargoes from ‘her 
and proceeded north. 

Still a Mystery. 

What became the great bulk of 
Captain Kidd’s treasure remains a@ 
mystery that has created more wide- 
spread popular interest; has been the 
motif of more extravagant boyhood 
dreams and has given inspiration to 
more lurid fiction plots than any other 
riddle of history. One favorite theory 


' 


‘| bas been that $10,000,000 in gold, sil- 


ver and jewels was buried by Kidd's 
crew in a deep pit upon Oak Island, 
Nova Scotia. Thousands of dollars 
spent for excavations upon that island 
resulted a century ago in a discovery 
that had the world by the ears for a 
considerable period. The spades of an 
army of patient diggers one day struck 
a forbidding obstruction and there was 
revealéd a mysterious shaft with oaken 
platforms. Ninety feet down this pit 
was found a stone slab containing 
characters which when translated are 
alleged to have read: 

“Ten feet below are buried 200,000 
pounds sterling.” 

Twenty-seven years ago a New 
York engineer renewed the excava- 
tions in this same shaft. But his ef 
forts were as futile as have been all 
other attempts to solve the riddle of 
Captain Kidd’s lost treasure.

As Writes Preparedness Book 


Retired General Visits: At-ij 


lanta, Describes Inefficient. 
Supply to Troops. : 


A book not only telling how te 
carry on a war but describing the 
manner in which the. United States 
army should be organized for best 
efficiency, is being prepared by Ma- 
jor General Johnson Hagood, retired 
army officer. 

General Hagood visited Atlanta yes- 
terday and gave an inkling of what 
the book will contain. For one thing, 
it will offer plans for greater effi- 
ciency than was exercised during the 
last war, he intimated, 

“We spent a billion and a half dol- 
lars in the last war on airplanes, yet 
an American pilot in France never 
flew a-plane that was not borrowed 
from the allies,” the general declared. 

“We spent a billion dollars on ar- 
tillery, yet not a shot was fired by 
an American gunner in France that 
did not come from either France or 
Britain, 

“We had five times as much mo- 
tor transportation as the rest of the 
world put together, yet we. had to 
borrow our trucks from somebody else 
i Dea 60 : 

“Tn the elosing days of the war we 
sent over more.than 200,000 men who 
did not have the faintest idea of how 
to use their weapons.” 

Taken broadly; ‘the book will seek 
to demonstrate that national defense 
ean be secured...with an efficiency 
never before attained and at an amaz- 
ing saving to taxpayers. 

General Hagood is remembered as 
the high-ranking’ army officer who 
termed WPA funds “stage money” and 
was temporarily relieved of his com- 
mand for his criticisms. He. retired 
from active army service almost im- 
mediately following his reinstatement, 

His book, now ' in the process of 
preparation, will draw its material 
from more than. 25 years of actual 
experience and research into army or- 
ganization methods.

Moon’s Shadow Will. Fall 
From Asia to Japan and 
Alaska. 


By the Associated Press. 

The sun’may give up some of its 
secrets Friday. 

On that day the moon, moving be- 
tween the earth and the sun, will 
darken a 50-mile-wide strip of the 
earth’s surface from the Mediterra- 
nean, northeastward across Asia, 
through Turkey and Russia‘ to nortb- 
ern Japan and Alaska. 

In that long black path astron- 
omers and scientists from many na- 
tions. will be gathered to study the 
solar phenomenon that ordinarily they 
may not study because of the fierce 
intensity of the sun’s rays. 

In remote spots in Russia, Japan 
and Turkey they have been stationed 
for weeks, testing equipment and pre- 
paring carefully for the event. The 
eclipse, which will not be visible in 
the’ United» States, will take place 
roughly around 11 p. m. Thursday, 
Atlanta time.
